N tae Chapter-houſe at Weſtminſter, in the receipt of the king's 
I Exchequer, are preſerved two volumes in manuſcript called 
Domes-par, which, without queſtion, are the moſt ancient and 
moſt venerable records that now exiſt in this or any other kingdom. 
Mr. Selden, in his preface to Eadmerus, p. 4. ſpeaking of Domes- 
dar, fays, Neque puto alibi in orbe Chriſtiano actorum publicorum 
autographa, quorum ſaltem ratio aliqua habenda eſt, extare, quae non 
faeculis aliquot hiſce cedunt. 2 


This work (as the Red book of the Exchequer informs us) was begun 
in the year of our Lord 1080, and was completed in the year 1086, 
as appears from the concurrent teſtimony of ancient writers, and from 
an entry written at the end of the ſecond volume in a large coeval hand 
in capitals, in the words following :

In this work, which contains a general ſurvey of the greateſt part 
of England, are ſet forth, under their particular counties, rapes, laths, 
and hundreds, an account of the cities, towns, vills, etc. in each 


county; how much arable land, paſture, meadow, and wood 
every man had; the extent or value of them in the time of Edward 


the Confeſſor and at the making the ſurvey; how many men and of 
what condition, each town, etc. contained, with many other particu- 
lars hereafter expreſſed. 


Towards the beginning of each county there is a catalogue of the 
capital lords or great land-holders, who poſſeſſed any thing in it: 
beginning with the king, and then naming the great lords, according 
to their rank and dignity. | 
 Thefirſt volume (which is a large folio finely written on 382 double 
pages of vellum, in a ſmall but plain character, and in double co- 
lumns on each page) contains the deſcription of thirty one counties by 
name in the following order.

The occaſion of making this ſurvey, its antiquity and authority, 
will beſt appear from the following paſlages, tranſcribed from records 
and our beſt hiſtorians. _ -

The annals of Waverley give this account of it, Miſit rex

A very learned judge, now living, in his diſcourſe concerning tenures, 
gives his opinion of the occaſion of making this ſurvey, in the follow- 
ing words: It is very remarkable that Will. I; about the 2oth year of 
« his reign, juſt when the general ſurvey of England called Domes-

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day book is ſuppoſed to be finiſhed, and not till then, ſummoned 
* all the great men and landholders in the kingdom, to London and 
« Sallſbury, to do their homage and ſwear their fealty to him; by 
doing whereof the Saxon chronicler ſuppoſes, that at that time, the 
e proceres, et omnes praedia tenentes, ſe illi ſubdidere, ejuſque facti 
« ſunt Vaſalli. So that we may reaſonably ſuppoſe, Fin, that this gene- 
« ral homage and fealty was done at this time (nineteen or twenty years 
« after the acceſſion of William I,) in conſequence of ſomething 
<« ew, or elſe that engagements ſo important to the maintenance and 
« ſecurity of a new eſtabliſhment had been required long before ; 
« and if fo, it is probable that tenures were then new, inaſmuch as 
« homage and fealty were and ſtill are mere feudal engagements, 
e binding the homager to all the duties and obſervances of a feudal 
<< tenant, 


« Secondly, That as this general homage and fealty was done about 
« the time that Domes-day book as finiſhed, and not before, we may 
« ſuppoſe, That that ſurvey was taken upon or ſoon after our anceſtors 
« conſent to tenures, in order to diſcover the quantity of every man's fee, 
« and 1 fix his homage. This ſuppoſition is the more probable, becauſe 
« jt is not likely that a work of this nature was undertaken without 
« ſomeimmediate reaſon, and no better reaſon can be aſſigned why it 
« was undertaken at this time, or indeed why this ſurvey ſhould be 
« taken at all, there being at that time extant a general ſurvey of the 
« whole kingdom made by Alfred (d). 


Will. I, appears to have conſidered the finiſhing this Survey, as an 
event of great importance, and probably intended to have made 7he 
completing it the commencement of a new aera, a charter granted by him 
ſoon after to the abbot and church of Weſtminſter, of eight hydes of 
land in Piriford in Surrey, having this remarkable date, Po, deferiprionem 


totius Anghae (e).

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The authority of DoMEs-DAY in point of tenure, hath never been 
permitted to be called in queſtion ; for inſtance, when it hath been 
neceſſary to diſtinguiſh, whether lands were held in ancient demeſne or 
in what other manner, recourſe hath always been had to Domes-day 
book, and to that only, to determine the doubt. If lands were ſet 
down in that book under the title of terra regis, or if it was faid 
there, rex habet ſuch land, or ſuch a town, it was then determined to 
be the king's ancient demeſne. If the land or town was therein ſet 
down under the name of a private lord or ſubject, then it was deter- 
mined to have been at the time of the ſurvey the land of ſuch private 
perſon, and not ancient demeſne. | 

The tallages formerly aſſeſſed upon the king's tenants in anciem 
demefne, were uſually greater than the tallages upon perſons in the 
counties at large; and therefore when perſons were wrongfully tallaged 
with thoſe in ancient demeſne, it was uſual for them to petition the 
crown to be tallaged with the community of the county at large: upon. 
this the king's writ iſſued to the barons of the Exchequer to acquit the 
party aggrieved of ſuch tallage, in caſe, upon ſearch of Domes-day 
book, the barons found the lands were not in ancient demeſne (/). 
| The care originally taken for the preſervation of this ſurvey, the 
fame as was taken of the king's ſeal, is an additional proof, of the con- 
ſequence and importance this record was deemed to be of to the pub- 
lick.

Until of late years it has been kept under three different locks and 
keys, one in the cuſtody of the treaſurer, and the others of the two 
chamberlains of the Exchequer, and was not to be opened but on 
paying a fee of 6s. 8 d. It is now depoſited in the chapter houſe at 
Weſtminſter, among other valuable records in the cuſtody of Mr. 
Morley, whoſe readineſs to oblige the members of this ſociety with 
the inſpection of this, and other records in his office, without fee or 
reward, it would be want of candour not to mention. |

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The writing of this MS. after near ſeven hundred years, is perfectly 
legible. And in Hickes's Theſaurus, vol. i. p. 144, and in ſome other 
books, ſpecimens are to be ſeen of the character in which it is written. 

In page 122. of the preface to a Collection of diſcourſes of ſeveral 
learned Engliſh antiquaries (who were early members of this ſociety) 
Mr. Hearne, after inſerting a table of the abbreviations uſed in this 
record, adds, © he hath often wiſhed this record were printed entirely, 


there being no ſurvey of any other country whatever equal to it. 


The ancient Roman itineraries have been always valued, and that 
<« deſervedly. Yet they are trifles in compariſon of this moſt admirable 
« ſurvey, done with ſuch an exactneſs, and ſo much diligence, as 
% would be hardly credible, were it not certain that the Normans 
e reſolved to make the beſt uſe of their conqueſt, and to ſecure every 
« inch of ground to themſelves. There are accounts of ſome whole 
« counties printed from this book, and they are very good ſpecimens 
« of the intire work, and cannot but makethoſe that are in love with 
« our antiquities, the more earneſtly to defire all of it (b).“ 

I ſincerely concur with Mr. Hearne in this deſire; and with a view to 
excite the lovers of antiquity to undertake the publiſhing this valuable 
record, I have taken the liberty to point out to the ſociety ſuch of 
the many helps and afliſtances I at preſent recollect, either in 
print or manuſcript, which, I imagine, will leſſen the expence, and 
greatly facilitate the completing ſo laudable and deſireable an under- 
taking; not doubting but other members of this ſociety, of which there 
are numbers more equal to the taſk, will, by their communications, 
render what is here attempted, more uſeful and perfect. 

Biſhop Nicholſon, in his preface to the ſecond edition of his Engliſh 
hiſtorical library, publiſhed in 1714. ſays, there was then in the Har- 
leian library copies of DoMes-DAY, the Liber Rubeus et Niger of the 
Exchequer. 

Dr. Gale, in his appendix to the Scriptores Hiſt. Anglicanae, vol. iii. 
p. 795. ſays, Sir John Trevor had an accurate tranſcript of DoMes- 
DAY book, which copy the Doctor had made uſe of. This is now 
in the hands of Mr. Arthur Trevor.

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The Lord Somers, it has been ſaid, was at the expence of having 
DomEs-DAY copied, and properly atteſted; but what is become of 
this copy, or whether it is now in being, is not known. It muſt 
however be admitted, that this ineſtimable remain of antiquity, wth 
regard at leaſt to its public uſe and authenticity, runs every hour the 
riſk of being irretrieveably loſt, ſhould a fire happen in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Chapter-houſe, as formerly happened in the 
Cottonian library, to which accident that part of the Chapter houſe 
where it is kept, is by its ſituation much more liable. | 

In the king's Remembrancers office in the Exchequer, there is 
a manuſcript called DoMts-DpaAY ; but this is only an epitome or 
abridgment, and not a copy of the original in the Chapter-houſe (i.) 

A copy of one of the returns or inquiſitions, from which DoMes- 
DAY Book was compiled, is ſtill extant. | 

In an ancient MS. which Mr. Selden calls Breviarium villarum et 
fundorum, quorum proprietarii erant antiſtes et ſodales Elienſes, 
written in a character as ancient as that of Domes-pay Book, and 
which Dr. Gale calls the Liber Elienſis, there is a Copy of the In- 
quiſition, for part of Cambridgfhire, and the iſle of Ely, with this 
title :

But upon a careful peruſal of this MS. and comparing it with 
DomMEs-DaAL, it appears, 


That the hand writing is more modern, than that of either of 
the volumesof DoMes-Dar, and probably not | older than the reign of 
Henry II. and that 


It is a verbatim copy of great part of Douxs- DAx, for the county 
of Kent, tranſcribed fo literally, that in two or more places, the mar- 
ginal references are, by the miſtake of the copier, tranſcribed and in- 
corporated into the text; and inſtead of its being one of thoſe rolls, 
out of which, as Mr. Caſley fancies, Douks-DAx was made, or of be- 
ing a fragment of an original volume of Domes-Dar, the reſt of 
which is now loſt: it is clearly one of thoſe rolls or copies from Domes- 
DAY, Which it was uſual in ancient times for great lords and others, 
to have made for their private uſe, andin which, only particular parts, 
and not the whole county were tranſcribed. What there is in this MS. 
is a very exact copy of parts of the ſurvey, but many paragraphs in 
moſt of the chapters are entirely and ex profeſſo omitted.

Mr. Agard, in his preface to the obſolete words in Douxs-DAv, 
mentioned in the preceding page, aſſigns an additional reaſon for the 
Conqueror's making this ſurvey——< Conqueſtor ſub ipſo ſuo ingreſſu 
* regnum hoc, annuo tributo (Danegelt vocatum) taxatum invenit; 
. pro quo colligendo, Rex Ethelredus totum regnum in hidas 
« diviſit, quarum ſingulae ſex ſolidos perſolvere tenentur Cum 
& vero Rex Willielmus illud aliquando majoris, aliquando minoris 
e emolumenti eſſe in comperto habuiſſet, optimum eſſe duxit, ut in- 
« quiſitio per totum regnum haberetur, qua dignoſceret, quantum 
te ſingula oppida, villae, et hamletta aumerare tenerentur; et ut in 
« libro DoMxs-DAx ſcriberetur his verbis, pro V Solinis, Hidis, vel Ca- 
« rucatis ſe defendit, quod aeque valet ac fi diceret, pro tot Solinis, 
« Hidis, vel Carucatis Danegelt perſolvit. 


The author of the notes to the Regiſter of original writs, p. 14. b. 
ſays Douxs-DAx was made in the time of Edward the Confeſſor; 
and that all the lands which were in the hands of Edward the Con- 
feſſor, at the time that book was made, are ancient demeſne, and that 
the lands which were then in any other hand are frank- free. His 
words are,
